A false ceiling 
with a spring t:ap door was used to 
conceal the contraband game. 

When the case was called today, Vital 
W. Garesche, attorney for Caffevata, 
ennounced that his client would plead 
guilty. Judge Miller asked C..ffera'a ic 
this was his intention. He ~eplicd that 
ii was. The Judge then questioned 
Holthaus, who said the assertion in the 
information was true, after which ths 
fine was levied and stayed and Caffer 
nia paid the costs and departed. 

After the case had been disposed of 
Prosecuting Attorney Sidener who took 
no part in the proceedings was askec. 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter his opinion 
about the leniency shown Cafferat: ‘It 
was in the province of the Judg to set 
aside the fine.’’ he said, ‘“‘but I do not 
think it was proper to do it, s this was 
Cafferata’s second offense.’’

Some officials believe that if a 
considerable part of the territory now 
covered by American forces is turned 
back to the de facto Government to po- 
lice, the Carranza forces will be spurred 
to great activity in chasing bandits. 

Border to Be Protected. 

Eliseo Arredondo, Carranza’s Ambassa- 
dor-designate, sought an interview wita 
Secretary Lansing today in regard to 
the Government’s plan to permit Gen. 
Funston to redispose his forces. 

It was believed Arredondo would be 
told that while there was no change in 
this Government's friendly purposes, 
there was also no change in its determi- 
nation to see that raids on American 
border towns by Mexican bandits ve 
prevented. 

Secretary Baker announced the ap- 
proval of the redisposition plan after 
corcsulting with the President over « 
coint report submitted by Major-Gen- 
eral Funston and Major-Gerreral Scott. 
The plan was proposed by Gen. Funston 
and concurred in by Gen. Scott. The 
Secretary announcéd that the admin- 
istration's decision was as follows: 

‘Gen. Funston has recommended a re- 
disposition of the forces in Mexico for 
the purpose of recuperation pending op- 
portunities for further co-operation with 
the forces of the de facto Government of 
‘Mexico. The recommendation has been 
approved and its execution left to his 
discretion.”’ 

Later the Secretary. 
lowing: 

“The statement I have made indicates 
nothing whatever on the .subject of 
when the American troops will be with- 
drawn from Mexico. The whole sub- 
ject of withdrawal of the forces is un- 
der arrangement and negotiation by the 
State Department.’’ 

Probable Plans for Troops. 

Withdrawal of the advanced forces in 
Mexico to the Casas Grandes region, 10 
miles south of the border, is regarded 
by War Department officials as the pos- 
sible purpose of the re-disposition of the 
troops Gen. Funston has been author- 
ized to make. Secretary Baker made it 
clear today, however, that Gen. Funston 
had. been given full discretion and that 
he was not advised specifically of the 
steps to be taken. The greates part of 
Gen. Pershing’s force is now nearer 
Cases Grandes. 

Army officers pointed out that the re- 
tirement suggfested would cut the 2om- 
munication lines to 100 miles from the 
present border base. The Americé:) 
forces then would be eble to take care 
of themselves without undue risk, what 
ever the developments in Mexico. They 
also would be able to defend border 
towns. 

If Gen. Funston’s purpose is to estab- 
ilsh his advance lines around Casas 
Grandes, a strip of territory 300 miles 
long would be relinquished, as the pres- 
ent most advanced American post ‘s 
near Parral, 400 miles south of the bor- 
der.

Who Will Resign Post in June 
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MCOMBS TO QUIT 
UHAIRMANSHIP 


Notifics President’ He Will Be 
Unable to Act as Campaign 
Manager. 


WASHINGTON, April M4.—William !. 
McCombs, chairman of the Democratic 
National Commniittee, ‘soday notified 
President Wileoi that he will be unable 
to continue in his present pocition after 
the Democratic national convention in 
St. Louis and will be unable ‘c direct 
Mr. Wilson's campaign for re-election. 

Replying to Mr. McCombs’ letter, the 
President expressed regret. Fred  *. 
Lyneh, National Committeeman from 
Minnesota, is expected to succeed Me- 
Combs and conduct the campaign. 

McCombs wrote this 
resident: 

‘“T have just formed a iner- 
ship for the practice of law, which will 
Lecome effective on the fist dav of May. 
The change will necessitate my devo. 
ing substantially all my time to my 
profession. My political activities must 
be largely curtailed. My arrangement, 
however, will justify my proceeding 
through to the end of the convention a2? 
St. Louis. 

“In view of the party precedent that 
the nominee for President is requested 
to indicate his preference for the chair- 
manship of the National Committee and 
in view of the unanimity of sentiment 
for your renomination, I am writing you 
at the earliest moment to let you know 
that I could not under anv circum- 
stances assume the leadership of the 
coming Democratic campaign. I am 
happy in the thought, however, that 
there are hosts of able and true men 
who can very readily take my place. 

"The Democratic organization is loval] 
te-sour policies and purposes. We all 
feel assured of a triumphant result for 
you and forthe party nominees through- 
out the country in November. 

“For five years now I have ‘reenp in 
the active service of the party and with 
a keen feeling of regret I am férced to 
conclude that myxactivities are’of neces- 
sity to be more lintited—Tf within the 
limit of my time I can be of assistance, 
be assured that I am alwavs available.”’ 

The President's Reply. 

The President replied as follows

GERMAN REPLY 
THOUGHT TO HAVE 
BEEN DECIDED ON 


Chancellor’s Early Return to 
Capital Indicates Agreement 
Among Leaders. 


BERLIN, via London, April 24.— 
The Imperial Chancellor, Dr. son 
Bethmann-Hollweg, returned to Ber- 
lin yesterday afternoon, which would 
seem to justify the assumption that 
the empire's responsible leaders at 
headquarters have finished 
the American note 
and reached a decision concerning 
Germany's reply. What this reply 
will be is naturally unknown to any 
but the highest officials. 

The Chancellor's return, it is under- 
stood, was not expected until Tuesday, 
hence, a general decision appears to 
have been reached carlier than looked 
fer. There is no intimation of when 
the reply will be formulated, but there 
seems to be much significance in tne 
fact that the Lokal Anzeiger, Which 1s 
consistently well intormed, says that 
“Germany s strengtiu and prestige have 
so increased in the lasi 20 months ir 
the eyes of the whole world, that the 
German Government has, indeed, 
t» follow the commandments of wis- 
dom.”

10 THE’SUSSEX 


Germans Say Story That French 
Caught U -Boat Which Attacked 
Channel Steamer Is Untrue. 


BERLIN, April %4.—*The story that 
tie French captured a German subma- 
rine which attacked the steamer Sussex 
is absolutely untrue,” a leading mem- 
ber of the Admiralty staff asserts. ‘‘We 
know which submarine the French have. 
It was trapped some time after the 
Sussex episode and had nothing to do 
with the Sussex. We have no confirma- 
tion of the report that the commander 
and crew of the submarine were saved, 
hut hope that this Is the fact.” 

It was officially announced by the 
French Admiralty, April 6, that a Ger- 
man submarine was sunk on that day by 
a squadron of French and British war 
chips, the crew of the submarine beinw 
captured, Shortly afterward a Paris 
eomni-official statement declared that the 
prisoners confirmed information in the 
possession of the French Governmens 
concerning the name of the commander 
and the number of the submarine which 
was said to have torpedoed the Sussex. 

News dispatches from Paris, April 19. 
suid it had been learned that it was 
the German submarine U-28, which waa 
sunk by the French and British, at a 
point near the scene of the Sussex ex- 
plosion and that it was the crew of 
this undersea boat which had given the 
information concerning the identity of 
ihe submarine reported to have torpe- 
tloed the cross channel steamer.

El PASO, Tex., April °4—Positive in- 


formation has reached here that the 
American advance has been drawn back 
from Parral, Satevo and other far south- 
ern troops and the troops concentrated 
about Namiquipa. 

Whether this drawing in of the expedi- 
tion’s horns was dictated by reasons of 
rnilitary expediency, seen by the com- 
manding General, or was directed by 
the San Antonio or Washington authori- 
ties was not made clear. The fight at 
Parral and the obvious antagonism of 
the Carranza forces have demonstrated 
that the advance must needs be strong. 
1t may be considered much wiser to 
mark time in a section of country like 
that about Namiquipa rather than near 
Parral, where there is a strong Mexican 
carrison, and where the feeling against 
the Americans is so intense. 

Barbed Wire Used in Defenses. 

Rarbed wire entanglements have been 
added to the trenches and barricades 
around some of the camps along the 
line of communication maintained by 
the expedition in Mexico. Travelers just 
»eturned from the South say that one 
camp which is near a Mexican town fs 
well guarded by entanglements made in 
the best European manner. 

In the Nght of the enigmatical dis- 
patch from Washington, the wisdom of 
making strong defenses is apparent. Mil. 
itary and political men here are unavie 
10 understand Washington's attitude, as 
the dispatches from there for more than 
a week had been apparently for ths 
purpose of leading up to the withdrawal 
of the troops. Today's talk of readjust- 
ment and recuperation apparently de- 
stroy many prearranged notions of what 
igs to happen. 

If the present force in Mexico is not 
to be withdrawn, it is declared by army 
men, it must have strong reinforce- 
ments at once. The troops’ position is 
untenable, technically, and if the force 
is to be maintained south of the bor- 
der, immediate arrangements for itis 
protection and care must be mude, offi- 
cials say. 

Another theory advanced to account 
for the change of position of the ad- 
ministration is that it is feared if tbe 
troops should be withdrawn, the Car- 
ranza Government would collapse at 
once. The presence of American svpi- 
diers in Mexico, which was at first a 
menace to Carranza’s power, has Le 
come the stiffening in his support. N.

VILLA IS 85 MILES 


ADVANCE FORCE 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April %4.—Fran- 
cisco Villa, slightly wounded but not in- 
capacitated, was reported to have moved 
into the mountainous region northwest 
of Parral. This information, which has 
reached Gen. Funston, is from a source 
that causes him to regard it as authen- 
tic. Villa was last reported seen at 
Monoava, about eighty-five miles by 
trail southwest of Satevo, where the 
most advanced of Gen. Pershing’s forces 
were yesterday. 

Immediate pursuit of Villa will prob- 
ably not be resumed. To follow him 
into the mountains of that region with 
small detached forces, either of infan- 
try or cavalry, js regarded as imprac- 
ticable and the plans for a concentra- 
tion of Gen. Pershing’s army will 
carried out along the lines recommenc- 
ed by Gen. Funston and approved by 
Secretary of War Baker. 

The detached cavalry forces above 
Satevo will fall back on the main line, 
which will be gathered: into stronger 
units along the existing line of con'- 
munications, where the troops and an:- 
mals will begin a period of recupera- 
tion pending developments incident to 
the diplomatic exchanges between the 
two Governments. Gen. Pershing, it is 
expected, will return to his headquarters 
at Colonia Dublan, in the environs 
Casas Grandes. 

Little difficulty now is being experi- 
enced in getting supplies over.the Norti- 
western to Casas Grandes, but the use 
of the direct line from Juarez to Chi- 
huahua has been a failure. None of the 
supplies sent to Chihuahua have been 
forwarded and reports to headquarters 
confirm earlier tinofficial reports that 
they have been held at Chihuahua by 
Carranza authoriiies.

Berlin Editor Writing on “If I Were Wilson,” 
Says German Stand Is Untenable and De- 
mands Protection for U. & Ci'iz=ns.

ROTTERDAM, April 24.—P:obably the 
most remarkable article which has yet 
come from the per of Maximilian Har 
den appeared in yesterday's issue of Die 
Zukunft. 

l'nder the title of “sf 1 Were Wiison" 
Harden writes an imaginary speech for 
ihe President of the United States and 
puts into his mouth severe indictments 
of Germany's relations with America. 
Beneath this disguise he warns Ger- 
many of the untenable nature of her po- 
sition in the U-boat controversy and 
the consequences that will follow a 
breach with Amerlca. lie put these 
words into the mouth of President Wil- 
son beginning’ ‘‘Listen, Mankind, to the 
Message of a Man.” 

‘Tl demand that Germany shall, with- 
out reserve, protect the life ind prvopei 
ty of American citizens at ser. She car 
protect them. 

‘No longer may the question of the 
future of the two great peoples, wheth- 
er they shall live in friendship or in en- 
mity, depend upoh the whim or the 
nerve of a young submarine commander 
who wishes to serve the Fatheriand, t» 
carve his name on the German oak, 
end who listens to his conscience only 
when it says: ‘Down with everything ! 
can catch.’ 

l-Boat Standing Not Yet Fixed. 

“The courage of such men is admired 
by everybody, but their boats have not 
yet such a fixed position in international 
law as Napoleon's Corsairs. 

“To give way would not be reckoned 
on the other side as weakness, but only 
as an expression of the reasonable wish 
of two peoples to preserve friendly in- 
tercourse. 

“Leaders of the empire’s business 
know what the results of a break would 
be. One whole hemisphere, north and 
south, would be made the enemies of 
Germany and not only for war time. 
Germany would lose her ships lying in 
America’s harbors and would have to 
reckon with a considerable increase in 
the enemy’s tonnage. 

“From the day of the breach she 
would have to provision Belgium her- 
self. Holland and Scandinavia could 
scarcely hope to get more supplies by 
the sea for Germany, for they would 
need them themselves. Whether at such 
a high price the loss of power to En- 
gland, through the lack of food and to 
shipping, could be bought, Germany 
alone must @ecide. 

“That the end of the war would dis- 
appear into the unforeseeable distance 
is certain, and not less so because from 
that moment we should have a united 
front in Aimerica.

Defends Right te Sell Munitions. 

“Germany accuses us of nelping her 
enemies with war materials. We have 
a right to do it. It is not our fault that 
Germany cannot be our client. Germau 
industry in all modern wars, not- 
withstanding her neutrality has de- 
livered to one party and often 
to both, weapons and munitions. 
The use of their undoubted rights by 
our manufacturers brought bitter re- 
proach from the Germans received into 
our free state. From this error came 
forth poisoning. Many of these people 
thought they-must revenge themselves 
on their new home for. the supposed 
wrong to their Fatherland and proofs of 
their favoring these criminal actiors lie 
in our archives. 

“For such a people to bite out from 
our country the most tasty Lits »f in- 
dustrial fruits and at the first storm to 
turn round as spurious Germans or 
Irishmen—that is unbearable I only ask 
would Germany have allowed, during 
the Manchurian war, Japanese agents 
to work in Prussian Poland and by agi- 
tations and flery speeches and tha en. 
dengering of munition factories to 
frighten Germany into enmity against 
R.ssia? 

“Is our demand of rights not equal to 
that of Germany? I demand that Ger 
many shall publicly dissociate herself 
from every community of foolish patri?’ 
ots who misuse our hospitality to upset 
our civil peace.’’ 


Harden Has Often Defended 
United States’ Position. 

This is not the first time Harden has 
defended the position of the United 
States since the submarine controversy 
with Germany began. On July 4, 1915, 
when diplomatic exchanges between 
Washington and Berlin had evolved a 
critical situation, he declared: 

“‘America is not only within its rights 
to insist on the safety of American 
lines engaged in lawful pursuits and 
travel, but it is its @uty as a nation to 
see that the rights of its citizens are 
not infringed and their lives are not 
endangered by the warring nations. It 
is an unfortunate feature of war that 
the people in the countries involved 
often deceive themselves and believe 
only what they want to believe.’”’ 

Writing on Dec. 8, 1915, of vicious at- 
tacks on America and Americans by the 
German press and German individuals, 
he said: ; 

“Such proceedings disgust every right- 
thinking German and disgrace us before 
the whole world, and before our own 
conscience. It is little wonder that we 
are hated.”

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NEEDS OF BUSINESS | 


CHEF ISSUEINULS, 
SAYS L. ML SHAW 


Former Secretary of Treasury 
Thinks Solution Is Greater 
Participation in Politics. 


HERE FOR AN ADDRESS 


Suggests That 100,000 Business 
Men Attend National Conven- 
tion of Each Party. 


Lesiie M. Shaw of New York, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in President Roose- 
velt’s Cabinet for four years, was in 
St. Louis today to speak at the Civic 
League luncheon on the general topic 
of trade expansion. , 

At the Planters Hote! in the morning 
@haw said that in his opinion prepared- 
nese Yor business certainties was the 
moat important issue before the country. 

“Y would urge,” he sald, “that busi- 
ness men take a more active interest 
in polities. The two great political par- 
ties have been vieing with each other 
for a decade to see which could hit 
business the hardest. If business men 
will take part in politics and let their 
needs rather than their wishes be 
known, all this would change. The 
people are friendly to business. 

Suagests Business Motto. 

“If the business people will enter a 
campaign under this motto, ‘That the 
people may know,’ there will be no more 
trouble along that line. As it is, the 
people do not know. 

“‘The national convention of each party 
should be attended by 100,000 business 
men of that party. They should parade 
the streets under appropriate banners, 
but not in the interest of any candidate. 
Let the delegates who have been select- 
ed as a great nominating committee dis- 
charge the responsibilities for which 
they were selected. 

“The presence of these men, whoever 
is nominated, and whichever party !s 
successful, would effectually obliterate 
business antagonism. The goid standard 
parade of 100,000 in New York City in 
1896 turned the tide. They did not march 
for a candidate, but for a principle. 
Principles are bigger than men, These 
are not times for personal ambition.” 

Asked at this point regarding the can- 
didacy of Roosevelt, Shaw said that hs 
could not discuss it without violating 
the rule he laid down for business men. 

He said he took no part in the Roose- 
velt-Taft contest four years ago be- 
cause both were his friends, and he said 
he ‘“‘could see no principle involved.” 

He urged the necessity of a merchart 
marine to replace ships permanent:y 
withdrawn from the American trade 
and said that this country would be at 
a great disadvantage at the close of 
thg¢ European war if it did not have 
many ships to meet its need of every 
possible advantage. 

Asked for his views on preparednets 
of military and naval forces, he repliod 
that everybody favored that in a gen- 
@ral way.

PERCY GRAINGER 
RECITAL BREEZY 
AND ORIGINAL 


Australian Pianist at Woman’s 
Club Plays Bach With Vim 
and Ginger. 


By RICHARD F.. STOKES. 

Like a draft of ozone blowing through 
the conventions of music, scattering 
the dust and cobwebs and filling every 
erevice with freshness, was the spirit 
which informed the playing of Percy 
Giainger, the notable Australian com- 
poser-pianist, at his first St. Louis 
concert, given this morning at the Worm- 
an’s Club, 4600 Lindell boulevard 

An almost startling example of his 
breezy originality was displaved in his 
performance of Bach's Prelude and 
fugue in D Major, transcribed for the 
piano by Busoni. Bach, of course, its 
considered the synonym of the ‘“‘hignh- 
trow”’’ in music. ret it is safe to sav 
that no ‘‘professor’’ presiding at ; 
dance hali could have put more vim an] 
ginger into ‘Alexander's tagtime 
Band’ than was stirringly present in 
Grainger’s keenly rhythmical and nea: 
ly syncopated version of this fugue for 
the organ. 

According to the dryasdusts, this 
was sacrilege; but it !s not so certain 
that Bach himself would have been dis- 
pleased with the vitality breathed inio 
his work by the young Australian. Sure- 
ly the old Saxon cantor did not inteni 
his compositions to become a_ sort 
musical algebra. At any rate. the at 
dience, composed of about 4 persons 
mostly society women, was delighted. 
as its little shrieks and gasps of pleas- 
ure proved. 

Not the song of the Iyvric spirit or the 
declamation of the orator, but the 
rhythmic dash of the cCGancer is the 
characteristic of Grainger’s talent as a 
pianist. A considerable portion of his 
program was made up of dance musi-. 
Including two of his own compositions. 
a ‘“‘Mock~ Morris Bance” and ‘‘Shep- 
herd’s Hey.’ an English Morris dance 
tune, set by Grainger. These had som» 
of the toe-teasing quality of our own 
Classic of the fiddle, “‘Turkev in the 
Straw.”’ 

Yet—bounteous as his aureole of blond 
locks promised—he had also the quali- 
ties of the musical poet and dreamer. 
Which were revealed in his emotionai in- 
terpretation of Schumann's “‘Romanece 
in kF Sharp Minor,’’ and Brahms’ ‘*Bal- 
lade in G Minor,’ ‘Intermezzo 
I'lat,”’ and Rhapsody in E Flat,.”’ as wel! 


' as in the pianist’s own tender ‘‘Irish 


Tune Krom County Derry,” and_ his 
Sailor's, chanty, ‘“‘One More Dav. M 
John.’’ 

His indebtedness to his first patron, 
Grieg, was reflected in his particulars 
affecting performance of the great Nor- 
wegian's “To the Springtime.’ of the 
little tonal tragedy, “I Ola Dalom.” and 
the peasant dance, “Jon Vestafav's 
Spring Dance.” Ravel's miniature tone- 
poem. “Ondine,.”’ was plaved with suit- 
able fluidity of touch and poetry wf 
feeling: and Debussv's futuristic Th.

N THE BRITISH FRONT, France, 
April 10.—The question of what 
becomes of the vast number of 
broken implements of warfare and 
the discarded clothing and shoes that 
are commonly supposed to strew the 
battlefields where great armies are 
operating, may be answered, so far 
as the British expeditionary force is 
concerned, by a visit to one of the 
bases of the British army. All these 
things, from the big gun which has 
been shattere' by a shell, to the 
smallest part of Tommy Atkins’ per- 
sonal equipment which has been bro- 
ken or lost, are gathered up and re- 
turned to one of the bases, where 
‘they are repaired, if possible. 

If they cannot be mended such 
parts as are intact are used in re- 
newing other implements or articles 
of the same kind, and in event that 
they are hofelessly broken or torn 
they are sold as junk. 


Busy at Repairing. 
A correspondent of the Associated 


Press was permitted to visit one of 
these big repair depots. Departments 
of every description were busy at 
restoration. In one building .was a 
pile of upwards of half . million pairs 
of worn boots—a veritable mountain 
of muddy footgear. These were being 
disinfected, cleaned, resoled and re- 
paired in other ways at the rate of 
7000 pairs a week by a large force of 
experts. As fast as they were fin- 
ished they were placed in stock ready 
to go back to the trenches when there 
should be a call for more boots. 

In other shops parts of broken har- 
ness from the equipment of the army 
horses were being repaired, saddles 
were being made over, rifles were be- 
ing made whole, big guns were in 
the process of renewal, uniforms and 
equipments were being overhauled— 
in fact, every conceivable sort of 
thing which finds use in the army 
was being renovated.

THREE CENTURIES AFTER SHAKSPEARE. 


The week set apart for honoring Shakspeare 


— 


on the three-hundredth anniversary of his death 


opens with a solemn adjudication of issues of 
fact which determines that the wisdom of all 
the world has been wrong for these three cen- 
turies and denies his title to honors. 

The poet.during his lifetime was engaged in 
some censiderable litigation. He takes many a 
humorous fling in his writings at the absurd- 
ities of the law. It is adduced by some that he 
must himself at one time have been a law stu- 
dent. 

But could even his imagination, tempered and 
held within probable bounds by experience, have 
conceived of such a lawsuit affecting his cor- 
poreal and incorporeal hereditaments, his rights, 
titles and usufructs, as that which originated at 
Chicago” 

Shakespeare having held the mirror up to na- 
ture, one William N. Selig was about to hold 
the mirror up the mirror for Chicago's benefit 
—to present the shadow of a shadow of rea! life. 
That is, being engaged in the film pieture busi- 
ness, he was about to put the immertal Shaks- 
pearean werks into the movies. 

But at the same time George Fabyan, Kate E. 
Wells and Elizabeth Wells Gallup were about to 
complete the publication of certain books declar- 
ing Bacon, not Shakspeare, to be the author of 
these works. 

Whereupon Mr. Selig demanded and obtained 
a writ of injunction restraining publication on 
the ground that assertion of Baconian authorship 
would work prospective injury to his vested 
rights in the Ghakspeare movies, and that, be- 
ing without a remedy at law, he was deserving of 
the relief of a court of equity. 

A certain Lord Penzance once made a judicial 
summing up of the evidence in the Bacon-Shak- 
speare cormtroversy, but few Judges figure in

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However, if one figured on each page of the vast 
bibliography of the poet, if all the years since 
1616 were besprinkled with Judges, is it probable 
that one would be disclosed with the assurance 
and calm conviction of Judge Richard S. Tuthil] 
of the Cook County Circuit Court? 

He banished all questionings as to his own 
jurisdiction, entertained the case, heard the 
evidence, took the issue under advisement and 
decided against the respondent on the ground, 
not that no actionable set of facts had been dis- 
Clgsed before his upright and learned bench, 
but that Bacon rather than Shakspeare actually 
was the author. 

If Shakspeare may be said to have had his 
day in court, some of us nevertheless will prefer 
the finding accepted as res adjudicata by the 
world for nearly 250 of the 300 years and appeal 
from the finding of Chicago’s bench. In traveling 
we shall hasten whenever we have occasion to 
pass through Cook County. What we shall say, 
of this Judge will contain no weasel words to 
suck out the substance of its meaning and dis- 
guise the flagrant contempt of court—meriting 
severest punishment—cf which we are and con- 
tinuously shall be guilty. 

The Elizabethan era understood Shakspeare 
well enough. So did the eras that succeeded. It 
remained to the mid-Victorian era, uncompre- 
hending of genius generally, to invent the Baco- 
nian theory in its pathetic gropings to account 
for a Shakspeare.

ENDING A PLAGUE OF FLIES. 

Conditions under which the plague of flies can 
be abated have come, be well understood. 

The formula is: Cleanliness, destruction of fly 
survivors of the cold seasor immediately on their 
appearance in the spring and after that war on 
parent fly stock and fly larvae whenever and 
wherever found. 

It is a work of infinite detail. To perform it 
properly the community must turn itself into a 
committee of the whole. Children are among the 
most valued members of such committee. 

In St. Louis the Consumers’ League is directing 
the efforts of the community committee of the 
whole. The City Health Department is co-op- 
erating. Assistant Health Commissioner G. A. 
Jordan has issued 100,000 copies of a circular on 
the importance of ending the plague and how to 
do it. ee eae oe 

The classic example of success in a crusade of 
this kind is Cleveland, which became Flyless Town 
through hard work along simple lines. 

The fly is an unpleasant and unsanitary insect. 
The way to sterilize him is to kill him. He in- 
terferes with comfort. He is, in this latitude, per- 
haps the principal agent in spreading disease. 

Join the Fly Mill-Pop Club. The object of each 
member of this club is, by destruction of fly pro- 
genitors, to reduce the prospective fly population 
of next summer by at least a million a day. 
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Ten states do not tax mortgages, and 25 do not 
tax state, county or municipal bonds. The bene- 
fits of this policy should be available in Mis- 
eouri.

GERMANY PREPARING FOR WAR. 
The idea of “‘preparedness” is pervading every 
fiber of Germany. According to the Berliner 
Post Dr. Martinek of the War Ministry is on 
a tour through Germany to insist on juvenile 

training for soldierdom. 

Boys from the earliest years are to be trained, 
and youths must be given the full measure of 
military training. 

Dr. Lewandowski, who accompanies the min- 
aterial envoy, lectures on the subject of “‘pre- 
paredness” in day and high schools, as well as 
“The boy,” says he, “who can- 
not earry a gun, load or fire it, can carry a 
stick; and boys from the earliest vears on can 
be taught to climb over impediments, crawl up 
unnoticed to an adversary, vault over streams 
and ditehes, and learn discipline—blind obedi- 
ence to his superiors.” 

Dr, Martinek had sehool companies drill for 
him, has gathered the youths of villages and 
small towns on commons, and organized them 
into squads. 

Invalided soldiers, crippled veterans, and other 
derelicts from the war are being used to drill 
the boys everywhere. 

The Sonntagsblatt of the Vossische Zeitung 
prints pietures of boys drilling, jumping fences, 
climbing over abattis, horseback riding, tunnel- 
ing, digging trenches, ete. “We cannot begin 
training too early,” said the doctor at Halle, “if 
we really want efficient soldiers. The war has 
proved that every muscle counts, and that half- 
drilling is a fallacy. I am personally convinced 
that early trained men will make 40 miles a day, 

and then be able to still hold their own in a 


fight.” 
The program includes special exercises in all 
Government schools from the tot to the youth. 
“This system,” says the doctor, “will result in 
fewer rejections by the recruiting officers, as 
every youth will be inured and fit” 
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MR. ANTWINE ON SHAKSPEARE. 
R. ANTWINE seemed in some doubt whether 
Mi he were annoyed or amused by something 
: he had just read. 

‘‘It beats all how hard they try to euchre Shaks- 
peare out of his plays,’’ he said. ‘‘A judge in Chi- 
cago has just handed down a judicial opinion that 
the plays of Shakspeare were written by Sir Francis 
Bacon, and Marse Henry Watterson, who went over 
the thing thoroughly in England with Mark Twain, 
wants us to believe that the author of the plays was 
Marlowe. Although we are now celebrating the 
three hundredth anniversary of the death of Shaks. 
peare, almost nobody is saying a good word for him. 
The press is filled with cryptograms and other devices 
for proving that he never wrote a play in his life, 
and it would not surprise anybody much if the cele- 
bration of the anniversary of Shakspeare’s death had 
the amazing effect of leaving him without a shred 
of the reputation he enjoyed before the festivities 
began. 

‘‘Something ought to be done to keep a movement 
of this kind from assuming the guise of a celebra- 
tion, and I hope and trust this particular community 
will have nothing to do with it. Let us, at least, 
stick to the man who wrote the plays. We shall 
probably be rewarded by turning up on the winning 
side. You may be very sure that tlie present move 
ment is nothing new. The plays of Shakspeare have 
always been something of a stir in the world of let- 
ters, and attempts to pry him loose from the distiuc- 
tion of having written them have pretty well taken 
up the three centuries since he ceased to be able to 
protect his rights to them himself. None of those 
efforts has ever succeeded. It has looked dark for 
Shakspeare at times, but he has always emerged in 
the end as the author of his plays. I think he will 
do so again. The evidence that he didn't write them 
doesn't appear to be any better now than it was 
when he was advertising himself as the author of 
them at the Globe Theater and responding to cries 
of ‘‘Author!’’ I think he will come out all right, but 
to make sure of it let’s all sit tight and refuse to 
participate in a celebration of any kind. It is only 
something stirred up by people who want to strip 
Shakspeare of his honors and hand them over to some 
of their own forebears.’’

W dalena Sotomayer de Soto won 


and carried away from Devon 
Rose Salterne, whom all the young 
blades called The Rose of Torridge, 
Amyas Leigh, of Biddeford, swore a 
great oath. He swore that he would 
kill the Spanish grandee, though he 
hunted him around the earth's globe 
and though a thousand times a thou- 
sand salt tides should pass before he 
found him.

None hated Spain 
more than did the crew of Amyas 
Leizh’s ship, the Vengeance. 

They waited till the Armada was 
spied sweeping up channel past the 
Lizard in formation half-moonwise 
and full seven miles from wing to 
wing.

They banged and ran away and 
banged and fled again, their little ships 
hanging to the Spaniard’s high sea- 
castles as snapping whippets might 
hang to a herd of Andalusian bulls.

HROUGH smoke and hangings and 
i; battles, now of the single ships, 
now of confused squadrons, these 
two steered the Vengeance ever asain 
toward one Spanish ship, a great gal- 
leon whose banners flaunted the bright 
coat-of-arms of De Soto. And D»™ 
Guzman was not. remiss. Shining ‘n 
silvery mail his brave figure stood on 
the poop, beckoning to Amyas Leigh 
with a hungry sword. 

The sea-fight drove down on Calelis, 
and toward yellow Dunkirk sands and 
of a sudden northward and out into the 
North Sea. Then the English fleet 
knew that the great Armada was 
running.

So on the six- 
teenth day of the chase the two came 
around St. David's Head and into the 
opening of Amyas Leigh's own Bristol 
Channel. 


A Terrific Squall Sweeps 
Over the English Channel. 


HEY turned eastward — toward 
if home, the home whence the 
Spaniard had taken the Rose of 
Torridge. Amyas Leigh exulted that 
his revenge should be so finely 
staged. But one on “board = agaid: 
“Eastward Ho never brought us 
luck!” and at that moment a tearing 
squall broke from a long black cloud. 
The two ships were wrapped in a 
gray whirlwind as they staggered 
helplessly to lee. “Can you see the 
chase’ yelled Amyas, and then: 
“Hurrah!” 
There was the Santa Catherine, fly- 
ing with splitten canvas. 
“Range alongside, though it blow 
live imps and witches!” bellowed 
bs Palvation Teo leaped to the helm. 
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“Port! 
helm!” 

Amyas and Yeo leaned to the helm 
like yoked steers. The Vengeance 
careened, but she swung around. 
Within 200 yards was the Spantard, 
and in front of him loomed a huge, 
dark mass that was not rain or cloud. 

“Lundy!” screamed Yeo. “The Isle 
of Lundy! Hard a-port and may the 
Lord have mercy on us! Look at the 
Spaniard!’ 

Between them and the wall of gran- 
ite the galleon loomed dimly, strug- 
gzled to obey her helm, fell away and 
rushed to her doom. 

“Lost! Lost!’ cried Amyas Leigh 
madiv. He hurled his sword far into 
the sea. “Shame! To Iose my right, 
my right! When it was in my very 
grasp! Unmerciful!” 

A crack rent the sky. There was a 
world of bright flame against which 
stood out every mast and sail, the 
sinking galeon and Salvation Yeo, 
bright and fearful, the tiller in his 
hand. Then Salvation Yeo dropped 
dead on deck and utter darkness fell 
—a black, black night that never 
lifted again for Amyas Leigh of Dev- 
on. The great flash of lightning had 
struck him blind. 

It is not too much to say that this 
story, written by a churchman, is 
one of the very finest sea stories 
ever produced tn any language or tn 
any age. Whoever has followed the 
course of the Spanish Conquesta- 
dores and their English enemies 
over the Spanish Main, bears wit- 
ness not only to the beauty of 
Charles Kingsley’s descriptions of 
the Caribbean Tropics, but to their 
wonderful accuracy. Yet Kingsley 
never saw the American Tropics 
until 1870, and he wrote “Westward 
Ho!” in 1855. He got almost all 
his material from Hakluyt and En- 
glish histories; but he had the im- 
agination of genius, whose mark ts 
that in its farthest flight it still 
grips undeviatingly at the truth.
